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U.S., Spanish agreement
extended for one year

The bilateral agreement of co-
operationbetweentheUnited States
andtheKingdom of Spainwasex-
tended for another year Thursday
atameetingin WashingtonD.C.

Secretary of Defense William
Cohenmetwith Spain’ sMinister of
Defense, Eduardo Serrato discuss
NATO defensecapabilities, Spain’s
rolein Mediterranean security is-
suesand about thebilateral agree-
ment between thetwo countries.

“Itgivesmeagreat dedl of plea
sure to welcome Minister Serra
back to Washington,” Cohen said.
“Thedefenserelationship between
theUnited Statesand Spainisex-
tremely strong. Our forcesareserv-
ing together in NATO peacekeep-
ing missions both in Bosnia and
Kosovo,” hesaid.

Speaking through aninterpreter,
Serratold acrowd of reportersthat
Spain and the United States have
excellentrelationsandthe* bilateral

agreement of cooperation is func-
tioning extremely well.”

“In Europeweare saying today
that the hour of defense has come.
Now that we have the common cur-
rency inplace, webelievethatitis
time for defense capacity to be en-
hanced in order to strengthen the
link acrossthe Atlantic,” said Serra.

Commentingon NATO’smuch
publicized military deficiencies—
brought to the forefront during the
Kosovo operation—Serrasaid Eu-
ropeisseriouswhenitcomestothe
defense capability initiative. This
shiftin perspectiveiswelcomed by
theUnited Statessaid Cohen.

“Wefeel that NATO must take
anumber of initiatives. That’ swhat
wecall thedefense capabilitiesini-
tiative. That Kosovo, whileremark-
ably successful, alsorevealedanum-
ber of deficiencies. That has been
the purpose of calling attention to
thesedeficienciesandtoexpressour
desireto seeother NATO members

as well as the United States take
measuresto correct them,” hesaid.

Whiletheoperationin Kosovo
revealed some deficiencies in
NATO' smilitary, Cohenwasclear
to point out America sappreciation
for Spain’ sroleinthe Kosovo op-
eration.

“We are very grateful for
Spain’ sroleinbothBosniaandalso
inKosovo, nottomentiontheir par-
ticipationinhelpingusindealing
with Saddam Hussein. We have
nothingbut glowingcomplimentsto
pay to the Spanish people, Spanish
government, the defense minister
who hasbecomeavery closefriend,
that weregard thisrelationship as
very, veryimportant,” said Cohen.

Oneof thereasonstherelation-
shipisimportant for theU.S. isthe
use of Spanish bases. “Weused two
Spanish air bases to support our
troopsduring K osovo,” said Cohen.

Inresponseto questionsraised at base
Captain’sCalls, the Naval Station Supply
department hasbeenlookingintothebase's
COMRATS, or commutedrations, policy.

MoreSailorslivinginthebarrackshave
started requesting COMRATS—and many
of those requests have been denied because
themember did not fall into acategory that
allowed the baseto authorize therequest.
Theserequest denialshave often created
confusion, mythsand rumorsregarding the
base’ spolicy, said Cmdr. Larry Arcement,
supply officer for the base.

Thebasefollowsthemilitary-wide
policy outlined in the Department of
Defense Financial Management Regulation
(Volume7A Chapter 25) said Lt. Eugene
Esparza, Food Service Officeat Naval
Station Supply.

That instruction statesthat members“in
anon-travel status” who haveajobthat
“requirefs] themto beabsent fromtheir
permanent station” or that “ their working
hoursor dutiesrequirethemto buy ameal
or mealsfrom other than agovernment
mess’ areentitledtoreceive COMRATS.
Nearly 90 peoplelivingin Rota’ sbarracks
currently meet those qualificationsaccord-
ingtoEsparza.

Sailorsand Marineswho don’t meet the
military’ sguidelinesfor COMRATS, also
called BAS—thebasic allowancefor
subsi stence—but who occasionally miss
meal sbecause of work areentitled to
what’scalled partial BAS. Thepartial BAS
will reimburse the member for themeals

they had missed.

Claimsfor partial BASwill behandled
onacaseby casebasis, said Arcement and
should be submitted through amember’s
chain of command.

“Thebasic messageisif you'relivingin
thebarracksyou should beeating at the
Galley,” said Arcement. “Thepolicyisin
placebecauseit’ scheaper for theNavy to
offer mealstoitsbarracksresidentsat the
Galley thanto offer them COMRATS", said
Arcement.

Inaddition to saving the Navy money, it
helpsbarracksresidents, too. Rota's
barracksdon’t havefull kitchenssaid
Arcement and because of that Sailorsand
Marinesneed aplaceto eat.

The Galley recognizesthat some people
may not beableto get there during meal
hours, said Esparza. “ Asaresult, boxed
mealsareavailablefor thosewho occasion-
ally can’tescapework toeat. Designated
command representatives can make pick-
ups. Cold and hot mealsareavailable‘to
go’ between 6 am. and 6 p.m.,” hesaid.

TheGalley only requires 15 minutes
advance noticefor 1-5 meals, one hour for
6-20 mealsand three hoursfor morethan
20meals. “MIDRATSareavailablefor
pick up prior to6 p.m.,” Esparzasaid.

“We'retryingto support theprogramat
theGalley andthe Sailorsand Marines
here,” said Arcement. The COMRATS
policy isamilitary-wideone, hesaid, and
thebasewill continuetolook at requestsfor
COMRATSand approveall requeststhat
meet the policy’ sstandard.

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Congress briefed on Soviet Union
biological weapons program

WASHINGTON — Anthrax, plague,
smallpox—theformer Soviet Union had
themall and wasfully prepared to usethem,
aone-timeleader of asecret Soviet
biol ogical weaponsprogramtold Congress
recently.

Dr. Ken Alibek, former deputy director
of Biopreparat, thecivilian arm of the
former Soviets' biological weapons
program, appeared in October beforeajoint
meeting of the House subcommitteeson
military procurement and military research
and development. Alibek moved tothe
United Statesin 1992 and hassincewritten
abook, “Biohazard: The Chilling True
Story of the Largest Covert Biological
WeaponsProgramintheWorld.”

Representativescalled on Alibek, DoD
and other civilian and military expertsto
clarify the capabilities of chemical and
biological weapons. They also wanted
perspectivesonthethreat theweaponspose
totheUnited Statesand U.S. forces,
especially if used by terroristsor rogue
nations. Sincethe Gulf War, DoD has
beefed up funding to acceleratefielding
detection equipment andtodevelop
improved defenses.

Alibek told committee membersthe
Sovietslaunched their biological weapons
programin 1928 and by thelate 1980s had

“themost powerful and sophisticated
program of biological weaponsinthe

world.” Biopreparat, thedefenseand health
ministriesand eventhe K GB weredevel op-
ing biological agentsthat could destroy
people, livestock, agricultural crops,
equipment andfuel, hesaid.

Accordingto Soviet military doctrine,
Alibek said, biological weaponswould
havebeen usedin massiveamountsto
destroy military resistance during war. The
K GB al so had asophisticated programto
develop biological weaponsfor assassina-
tion, headded.

Anyonewho doubtsthe effectiveness of
theseweaponsiswrong, hestressed—a
small, accidental outbreak of anthrax inthe
city of Sverdlovskin1979killed hundreds.

“Westill don’ t know how many people
werekilled, but weknow that thisbiol ogi-
cal weapon unfortunately ... worked
perfectly,” Alibek said.

WiththeCold War’ send, Russia
downsized itsbiological weaponsprogram
and ordered itsstockpilesdestroyed, Alibek
said. Hebelievesonly about 10to 20
percent of the former Soviet capability
remainstoday.

Proliferation of Russian knowledge and
expertiseinthisfieldisevident asRussia
continuespublishingresearchand devel op-
ment work conducted in the 1980sand
1990s, Alibek said. He'said he’ sconvinced
that theknowledge has spread to many
countriesand terrorist organizations.

WASHINGTON (NWS) - Only one
segment of theU.S. populationcanclaim
having one hundred ninety-thousand
military veterans: Native Americans. Native
Americanshave proudly servedtheU.S.
military for 200 years, and that’sonesmall
reason why the Navy and Department of
Defense (DOD) aretaking part in National
American Indian HistoryMonth, November
1999.

Native Americansfrom Indian Territory
wererecruited by Teddy Roosevelt’sRough
Ridersand saw actionin Cubainthe
Spanish-American War in 1898. Nearly
12,000 Native Americansservedin World
War |. Morethan 44,000 American Indians,
out of atotal Native American population
of lessthan 350,000 served with distinction
between 1941 and 1945inboththe
European and Pacific theaters. During the
Korean conflict, Native Americansfought
Communist aggression. Morethan 42,000
Native Americans— 90 percent of them
volunteers—foughtinVietnam. And during
Operation Desert Storm, over 3,000 Native
Americansserved inthe ArabianGulf.

Thereasonsbehind thisdisproportionate
contribution are complex and deeply rooted
intraditional American Indian culture.
Native Americanshavecultural values
whichdrivethemtoservetheir country;
onesuchvalueisaproudwarrior tradition.

In the 20" Century, five American
Indianshavereceived the United States'
highest military honor; the Medal of Honor.
Givenfor military heroism*“aboveand
beyond thecall of duty,” thesewarriors
exhibited extraordinary bravery intheface
of theenemy and, intwo of thefivecases,
lost their lives.

Reminders of the Native Americansand
their impact on American cultureare
everywhere, from the names of the food on
our platesto the namesof thecitieswelive
in. Soonwe' Il haveanother—onthe new
onedollar coinbearingthelikenessof
Sacagaweaand her infant son. Shetraveled
alongwiththeL ewisand Clark expeditions
andwasvalued asatranslator and | ater,
after bearing her son, assort of a“white
flag” to potentially hostile Native American
Indians. With Sacagaweaalongfor the
3,000 miletrip, Lewisand Clark’ sexpedi-
tionswereviewed with curiosity rather than
hostility sincenowarring party would
arrivewith awomanand ababy.

The contributions Native Americanshave
madeto our country’ sfreedom and to our
cultural heritageareendless. Their legacy
remindsusthereisstrengthindiversity.

Thefiscal 2000 National Defense
Authorization Act contained aprovision
that would allow members of the uniformed
servicestojointheinvestment plan.

TSP contributionscomeoff thetop of
theparticipants’ income, thusloweringtheir
taxableincome, withholding andincome
taxes.

Whiletheauthorizationact wouldallow
TSP enrollment, it alsorequiresthat
legislation be proposed and enacted that

would offset tax revenuelossesthrough
2009 caused by membersshelteringincome
intheplan. DoD officialsestimatemore
than $480 millionin offsetting legislation
must be enacted to make

servicemembers' TSP participationa
reality.

Theoffset requirementisanew wrinkle,
TSPofficialssaid. Thelast major increase
in TSP membership, the addition of judicial
branch workers, had no such requirement.

Another hurdle, TSPofficialssaid, is
the sheer size of the uniformedservices.
TheTSPcurrently has2.5million
participants.

DoD alonecould potentially doublethe
rolls—ithas2.6 million activeand reserve
membersin uniform. TSP
officialssaidtherewould probably besome
growing pains.

Additionally, TSP officialshave advised
DoD the plan would needabout $10 million
to allow reserve component membersto
participate. Absent thisappropriation, they
would assess annual administrativecharges
of 8.4 percent of reserve participants’
account balancesand 1.5 percent of active
duty participants’ accountbalances.

Such chargeswoul d make participation by

the military unattractive, DoD officialssaid.

Federal civilian employees pay only .06
percentinannual administrativefees.

TSPisatax-favoredretirement savings
and investment planestablished by the
Federal Employees Retirement System Act
of 1986. Themilitary participation autho-
rized by Congresswould beinadditionto
themilitary retirement system and would
not replaceit.

All federal civilianscan participatein
the TSP, although therulesdiffer depend-
ing, generally, ontheir date of employment.
Civilian employeeswho came aboard after
the 1986 | aw took effect can contributeup
to 10 percent of their yearly base
incomes or a$10,500 maximum in 2000.
Thefederal government matchesthefirst 5
percent of their contributions.

Most servicemembers, however, would
join TSP under the rulesappliedto Civil
ServiceRetirement Systemworkers—
those employed before FERStook effect.
Theseworkerscaninvest up to
5 percent of their annual income, alsotoa

$10,500 maximum in2000, but with no
government match.

If implemented, a service member
wouldbeabletoinvestupto5
percent of basic pay and part or all of any
bonus money receivedso long asthetotal
themember contributesfor theyear does
not exceed $10,500. The government would
not match these
contributions, but the Defense Authoriza-
tion Act containsa
limited matching program: It allowseach
servicethediscretion
tomatch contributionsof membersin
certainhard-to-fill
military specialties.

The TSP contribution rulesreflect the
differencesin employee
retirement systems. CSRSemployees
contributetoanonportable
retirement plan that paysliberal pensions,
but only tocareerists. Thethree-part FERS
retirement package of TSP, Social Security
andasmall pension guaranteeslessbutis
portable.

It was created to makefederal employ-
ment moreattractiveto personswho change
jobsor who might not makea
career of federal service.

Whilecontribution rulesdiffer, TSP's
tax advantagesarethe
sameforall. TSPislikeacivilian 401(k)
plan. That is, the government defersincome
taxes on contributions, match funds and
earningsuntil they’ rewithdrawn, whichis
usually after workersretire. Thisisin
additiontolowering current taxableincome
andincometaxes.

TSPoffersachoiceof investmentsin
three funds: the Government Securities
Investment G Fund, the Common Stock
Index Investment C Fund and Fixed Income
Index Investment F Fund. Each
fund has adifferent pay-off and risk.
Participantscanallocatetheir depositsand
balancesamongany or all thefunds.

Thegovernment guaranteesG Fund
investments and earnings. G Fundearnings
ratestend to belowest of thethree, but
virtually norisk isinvolved. The G Fund
earned 5.66 percent infiscal 1999.

Woods earns fourth straight victory

AsBrian Weinstein sat near the 17" green
volunteering asthe greensreporter at
Valderrama Sunday afternoon, he got a perfect
view of the approaching third shot of Tiger
Woods as he chipped up onto the green of the
par 5 hole.

But as fate would have it for many others
that day, the Public Works program officer at
Naval Station, Rota, witnessed something that
took Woods and the hundreds of fans at the
next-to-last hole in the World Golf Champion-
ship by surprise.

Woods' shot landed on the green and
appeared to be well-played. But the slope of

the green and the well-trimmed fringe gave
theball aslightroll...roll...roll, rightinthe
water hazard just yards in front of the green.

A penalty stroke and four shots later gave
Woods atriple bogey, dropping him out of
the lead from 9-under-par to 6-under-par.

Miguel Angel Jimenez, who was two
matches behinds Woods, now had the lead at
7-under-par.

Many of the 30-or-so base volunteers for
the four-day tournament gathered at the 18"
hole to see the finish. Manny Saavedra,
Dave Brightwell, Jim Nogle, and John
Thomas Duncan, congregated at the already
crowed final hole, but with their tan shirtsor

Jimenez, who lives in nearby
Malaga, soon pars 17, and the
roar of the crowds signify that
even before his scoreis placed
on the board.

At 7-under-par, all Jimenez
needsto do isto get apar on the
18", and thevictory ishis. But
he drops astroke with abogey,
and a play-off is forced between
Woods and Jimenez.

The first play-off holeis the
18", and Woods' teeshotisin
the fairway, while Jimenez’ s shot
goes into the ruff behind alarge
tree on the left-hand side.

Jimenez then sees more
troubleas he hits his second shot
into abunker on theright-hand
side of the green, just yards away
from where the Rota volunteers
have gathered.

Woods parsout, while
Jimenez gets a bogey, securing
Woods as the champion and
$1,000,000 richer.

Theworld’ stop-ranked golfer
became the first player since Ben
Hogan in 1953 to make four U.S.
Tour victoriesin arow, and it
wasalso hiseighthvictory this
year. Of the 62 playersin this
year'stournament, only three
finished under par.

The American Express
Championship will play again
next year at Valderrama before
heading back to the U.S. in 2001.

It’ sno doubt that Rota
volunteerswill again come out
for a chance to get face-to-face
with theworld’ s best the sport of
golf has to offer.
